Firſt, (our goods being cofwerted into Money ) 
Wee prouided, ſo many neceſſarie Commaditics of 
that Land, as were ſufficient to ſupply the wants of 
this Kingdome, and all the reſt wee brought home 
in Bullion, Witneſfle the Ship raken at Cales. Anno 
1615. inwhich was ſuppoſed to be 15000 pounds in 


Money. Itſhould therefore enſue thatalmoſt twen- | 
tic yeares of peaceable commerce, which wee haue 
had ſince his Maicſties Reigne, ſhould have repleni- | 
ſhed this Land aboundantly with Silucr, had cherc 


not bcene ſome eſpeciall cauſe to haue hindred it, 
but what hath ſtopped the entrance of it, Ile dif- 
couer, 

The maine decay of Trade, and the chicfe cauſe 
that hindreth the importation of Bullion out of | 
Spaine is Tobacco, for there is conſumed by all com- | 
puration, yearely in this Land, three hundred thou- 
{and weight, and I deuide allthe Tabaccoes wee buy 
for this Kingdome,intothree ſorts and values. The 
beſtar vi. ſhillings the pound, the ſecond at 111.s.vi.d. 
the thirdat ii.s. vi.d. for ncere aboutthelſe prizes they 
coſt,andalmoſt xii. pence the pound tor thecuſtome 
there, whichis v. ſhillings per pound, bur to ſpeake 
with the leaſt Ile fay iii. ſhillings per pound, ſo 
theo ir doth coſt there, firſt, penny Sxtie thouſand 
pound, andthe diſorderly faile of our goods to buy 
it,hath abaſed the price of our commodities through 
all Spaine, Bisky, and Portingale, 20. per Cent. {0 what 
it doth coſt, and what is loſt yearely, amounteth to a 
hundred thouſand Pounds, all which would bec 
brought into this Kingdome if that werenot.

' But who wilt hazzard to ſend home Siler how 
when he may put it of by exchange, thereto the To- 
bacconiſts at as much profit as it is worth heere at 
the Mynt, for ſo I haue done this yeare. _ 

' Now if this Weede were prohibbited; all men 
would ſtand vpon the orderlyſaile of their goods, & 
not (cl! vnder 10 Or 12. Per Cent. outward, as former- 
ly they haue done, when little Tobacco came out of 
Spazne, and the moſt part ofour returnes wouldbe in 
Bullion, for on that we get 12, Pex Cent. and on no 0- 
ther Commoditie, (Tobacco Kecepted) is any man 
ccrtaineto getſo much, Then who would not ra- 
ther bring homeready money then goods, for which 
hee is vncertainewhento haue Money. This is the 
vieof the Frenchand Dutch-men, which maketh their 
Countrics ſo aboundant in Siluer, for no Country is 
{o ſmoakt as ours. In ſo much, that both Spaimarads & 
al other Nations ſay tauntinglyſto vs, whenthey ſee al 
our goods landed(to vie their owne words) 2ve todo 
ſſo ſepagtaacon humo;chat al that wil be paid m ſmoak; 
Now our gracious Soueraigne, knowing it robe a 


vitiousand moſt pernitious weede laid great impo- 


fitions on it, thereby ro hinder the importarion ; 
But that brings the more damage tothis State, for 
(except it be prohibired)our people will buy it what 


focuer it coſt, and the more it doth coſt the more is. 
ourloſle ; for no ſooner did his Maieſtic lay an im» 
poſition on it heere, but the King of Spaine laid two 
there, the one vpon his owne Subiedts, the other on ' 
vs; But wee pay all, for they: muſt raiſe it-on'vs'; 
And no ſooner had his Highnefle gramed a why

for it heere, but forthwith the King of Spaine, made 
it his owne Comaditie there, ro no other end but ro 
kcepe vpandraiſethe price of irſtill more and more, 
* forif they gctall our goodsfor ſmoake,we neede no 
moremitſeryas I thinke. To concludethis then, ſay 
our Kings Maieſtic receines Sixteene thouſand 
pounds per annum, for the Patent of it (I doe no: ſay 
hegetsit) but reccaues it,and of his owne goods al. 
ready inthe Land,and not of any thing broughtin by 
the Patcntecs. But I ſay theK.of Spainegetteth a hun. 
dred thouſand pounds per ay. thereby, forthe goods 
he hath from vs for Tobacco would coſt him yearely 
ſo much if that wcre nor, All which would bee 
brought into this Kingdome. And now harning 
thus plaincly ſhewed how ithinders yearely the im- 
portation ota hundred thouſand pounds, ir of force 
followcth that it hath kept backe ncere twelue hun- 
 dredthouſund pounds, oratleaſta Million fince his 
Maicſtics rcigne, which were it in the Land, what 
incſtimable benefire would it bring yearecly to his 


Maicſte, and the whole Kingdome by encreafe of 


trade,who can rightly imagine, formony is the ſoule 
and finewes of trade, anda well gouerncd trade, the 
true fountaine of treaſure. Butthis is not all the good 
it hath done to Spazne, nor the. preiudice it hath 
brought to England, which remaines to be ſpoken of 
inthe next point, 

3 Thegood then that we haue done to Sparne by 
buying our Tobacco from them, hath cauſed them 
ſince the yeare 98.to inhabite the teritories of Cara- 
Foes Cumana Cumanagotta T rinidado Oronoque & now 
at 
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at leaſtall Maracaibo, forin thoſedaies (I-wih' ey 
witneſſe to it) rheir people went chither morevnwil- 
lingthenours now goe to Y'irginiaand the Summer I- 
lands, = the King gaue them leaueto carry & recar- 
ry allthings Cuſtome-tree: )but now the Caſe is alte- 
red,forif they would giueleaue toas many to goe as 
would, they wouldſooneleaue few enoughin Spaine. 
But whoſoeuergoeth now, attaines vntoit by great 
ſuit and eſpeciall licence, which will coſt atleaſt fifty 
pounds for each perſon ere he obtaine it. So fodaine 
did the gaine by bringing Tobacco draw ſo many thi- 
ther. Andalthough that werethe chiefe hopes, that 
drew them thirher, yet now they bring not Tobac- 
co onely but many other beneficiall- and neceſſary 
Commodities, as Ginger, Hides, Sugar, Sarſaparilla, 
Balſam, Peeta Carana, Gumme, Allome and 'Wogd. In- 
ſomuch that the King reapeth already yearely bene- 
fit by itatleaſt 50000.li.and yearely ir eth. 
Now the hurt it hath done to this Land more 
then formerly mentionedis, thatit hath alrogether 
hindered that Plantation in Virginia, which in ſhort 
time might yecld his Maieſtieas much or more pro- 
fir, then the afore ſaid places doto the King of Spaire 
beſidesthe generall good it would-bring to all this 
Common wealth, cannot be imagined, for if his Ma- 
geſtie grauntthis one Priuiledge tothem , the lucre 
of gaine by Tobacco, will draw thtther more inha- 
birants in one yecre then the Company haue done 
with all their careand charge euer fince the plantari- 
on ; and let them once bedrawne thither, they will 
quickely finde better Commodies then Tobacco, - 
the 
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the Spaniards haue done in the foreſaid places,ſo that 
theonly meanes were tocauſe importationofahun- 
dred thouſand pounds per annum of Treaſure, S&ſud- 
denly to inhabite Yirgimia, and to draw from thence 
greate benefit into this Land, is nothing but prohibi- 
ting the bringing in of Spaniſh 7 o5.ccco, and ſuffer ir 
only to be brought from Y:rgim'a & Summer Iſlands, 
which I preſume our Soucraigne Lord the Kings 
Maieſtic may as lawfully doc as the King of Spazxe 
may forbid vs the importation of Pepper and /;/ke into 
his Kingdome, which he hath done vnder penalcie, 
of loſſe of life and goods. Againe, Tobacco is no com- 
moditie of the groweth of Spaine, but of the 1ndjes, 
with whom we haueno commerce. 

If any alledge that thoſe Countrics yceldes not 
ſo good Tobacco as the Spa - Indies, I anſivere, 
there is ſome as good Tobacco brought from Yirg:. 
#i4and the Summer 1lands, as the firſt Tobaccos were 
that wehad out of Spaine, And no doubt,but as they 
diſcoucring further into the Land, found better 
grounds for Tobacco : So will our people doe alſo 
as they goe further. Bur ſay they doe notaltogether 
finde ſogoodgrounds as the Spa - Indies are for that 
purpoſc; muſt we of force therefore haue Spaniſh T #- 
hacco, to ourſo great preiudice. We ſeetheir Spaniſh 
Wines are bctterthen Engliſh Beere, ſhall we vtterly 
forſake that, and vie the other. Alſo weſee Gafoine 
wines are betterthen Roche/l wines, yet the gouern- 
ment of Rochell will nor ſuffer their people to ſpend 
any but the grouth of their owne Vanes, andthela- 
bours of their owne people, And theſe Coumties of 
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Spainethat haue Wines of their owne growing, will 

not ſuffer any other to come in,be theirs never ſo bad 

and the other neuer ſo good, till their owne prouiſi- 

on be ſpent: and be they ſo carefull for their owne 
Conſeruation, and fhall we be fo careleſſe of ours : 

Nay, God forbid, I hopebetter Order will bee taken 

by his Maieſtic, and this moſt Honourable aſſembly. 

It may be ſome man ſecing this, willthinke, Iam in- 
terreſſed in the Yirginia Company : But the Wor- 
ſhipfull of the L_ know the contrary, Its the 
zealcI beareto the good of the State in generall that 
makes meſpeake.Ifſo what I pointattake effeR,I ſhal 
be moſt glad, although to my own preiudice,for till 
it be forbidden I will trade in it, and make no queſtion 
but to get by itas well as any other man, Bur I defie 
cheperticular gaines that brings a generall hurt. And 
thus I haue ſhewed what hinders the importation of 
Treaſure, Toconclude this point, Shutthe gates of 
entranceof Tobacco, and you os the gate for the 
entry of Treaſure : bur open the gate for the entry 
of Tobacco, and you ſhut the gate of the entrance of 
Treaſure,
